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PREFACE 

TO THE FIBST EDITION. 



A BoOK of First Lessons in Latin, possessing ac 
once the advantages of Bimplicitj along witb puritv 
of Btyle, and of attractiye interest in tlie narrative, 
is still considered as a desideratum in our Schools. 
Eutropius embraces too wide a field, and is, con 
sequentlj, too succinct to be interesting to a boy ; 
and his Latinitj is verj ezceptionable, in point 
both of diction and of phraseologj. Anj other 
classic, besides b^ing bulkj and ezpensive, is too 
difficult for beginners, even wifh the most liberal 
aid of notes and translations. Where Eutropius is 
not used, some modem composition, or a coUection 
of extracts from different classics, is generallj adopt- 
ed. The former cught obviouslj to be avoided ; 
and the latter, in consequence of the great changes 
which are introduced, is liable to nearlj the same 
objections, and has the additional great disadvantage 
of presentin/c new Yoc&bles in too rapid succession,

while there are too few of tliose connectious and 
points of association, whicli are so useful to the 
Teacher, and encouraging to the Pupil, in the 
course of revision and examination. It occuned, 
therefore, to the Compiler of the following pages, 
that a continuous Epitome, from Csesar, Nej)os, 
or Sallust, without any change of expression, ex- 
cept that arising from the omission of parenthetic 
dauses, or of the less essential minutise of length- 
ened details, might answer every purpose of a 
First Class Book, while it would afford a mos* 
agreeahle introduction to the original. 

Jn constructing the Vocabulart, it was a prin- 
cipal ohject to exhihit the derivation and radical 
signification of eveiy word, as contrihuting power- 
fuUy both to greater clearness of conception, and a 
more lasting impression upon the memory. With 
this view, the primitive or simple, though not itself 
occurring in the text, is always givcn at length; and 
suhjoined to it is the derivative or compound, with 
the intermediate steps, if there he any : — thus, in 
Chapter II. Statuo, Institm, Institutumy though 
the last only is used in the corresponding part of 
the text. This method required that the words 
should be given in the oHer of the lessons rather 
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tliau alphabetically, not onlj because beginners are 

apt to feel the labour of tuming up an etjmon. 

through several steps, as exceedingly irksome, but 

because juxta-position will reuder the affinities 

much more apparent. Should it be feared, how- 

ever, that this arrangement maj supersede the 

wholesome exercise of the Pupil*s industry, by pre- 

senting too much facility, the evil may be avoided 

by examining on each division of the Vocabulary, 

before reading the corresponding chapter of the 

text. Occasional recapitulary examinations, also, 

will be not only highly useful, but, after making 

some progress, absolutely necessary, as the words 

are seldom repeated, unless parenthetically, when 

a new derivative occurs. In the first chapters, the 

conjugation of the verbs is given at length, but this 

is gradually abridged to what is generally found in 

the dictionaries, except that the last unchanged 

letter is still preiixed to the terminations, to show 

distinctly what part of the root is to be retained or 

omitted. Marks of quantity are conceived to bo 

better given, once for all, in the Vocabulary, espe- 

cially arranged as it is, than repeated on every 

syllable of the text ; and, upon tho whole, the lat- 

ter, 80 far as the juvenile pupil is concemed, may 
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be» viewed chiefly as a body of exercises upon the 
former, which is intended to be Bttidied with a far- 
ther view than that of merely obtaining English 
for the few pages, that are here presented for his 
first essay in the work of translation. Such words 
as ought to be familiar from the study of the 
Rudiments were, at first, omitted, but they have 
been supplied, along with some other omissions, at 
the end of the Vocabidary.

PREPACE 

TO THE SECOND EDITION. 



The veiy favourable notice, which has been taken 
crf this little Work, since its first appearance, and 
especially bj one who is justlj ranked among the 
highest authorities on educational matters in the 
countiy,* has encouraged the Compiler to exercise 
his utmost diligence in revising it for a Second 
Edition. 

Some parts of the text have been further simpli- 
fied ; and the little chapters or lessons will noV be 
found to increase more gradually in leugth and 
difficulty. Some additions bave been made, — 
especially at the beginning, — containing more of 
Csesar*s own account of the tribes and geographical

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diviBions of Gaul in his time. In doing thiS; 
consistentlj with tho extreme simplicity of con- 
struction, which the Compiler desired to maintain in 
the earller lessons, he has taken two slight liherties 
with the orignal text ; Celtce qui in the first les- 
eon, and dividit in the second^ have heen transposed ; 
but, beyond this, no word or coustruction of Csesar^s, 
nor even his arrangement of the wordA, has heen 
changed. 

This Epitome may be regarded, in what it takes 
up, as the main thread of the original narrative, 
unaltered and unhroken, and simplj disengaged, 
for the most part, from such parenthetic and tvh^ 
parenthetic statement of accessory circumstances, 
as the accomplished Author would himsclf have 
either omitted or expressed in another form, had 
he heen writing for the entertainment of some 
favourite grandson and his compeers, instead of the 
matured minds of his own companions-in-arms and 
political contemporaries. The language, therefore, 
of the text here suhmitted, may he regarded as, in 
all important respects, strictly classical, even when 
no more than three words from an elaborate period 
are retained. 

The VocABULARY has been entirely rewritteu. and. 
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IX 

it is hoped, proiitably enlarged in etymological facts 
and yiews, which are given after the most carefiil 
conBideration, and with constant reference to the 
hest authorities. An Alphabetical Index is suh- 
joined, to facilitate reference, when necessary, to 
words explained in former lessons. But the alpha- 
betical arrangement of the Vocahulary itself, which 
has heen suggested as an improvement, would be 
inconsistent with one main ohject of the Compiler : 
namely, that all of the Dictionary, which the Pnpil 
requires to know, hefore proceeding to the husiness 
of parsing and translating the prescrihed lesson, 
should be laid before him at one view, so as to save 
him from the incessant interruptions to tum up for 
words, and the frequcnt difficulty in finding them, 
that otherwise retard and discourage him in his first 
efforts. Such an arrangement admits of the state- 
ment of compoundsy of derivations, and distinctions, 
with suitahle philological remarks, that could not 
otherwise be so easily brought under his view. It 
affords, also, the greatest facility in testing this part 
of the prepuration, or ascertaining in revision how 
far it has been remembered ; and it is particularly 
applicable to the Bell system of monitorial or mu< 
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tual examination, withpat leaying anything to the 
discretion or memory of the questioner. 

Inhis own practice as a Teacher, the Compiler, 
agreeablj to his original design, has been careful 
to ascertain that the prescribed portion of the Voca- 
bulary has been thoroughly mastered before pro- 
ceeding to the corresponding portion of the text ; 
and he believes it will be found advantageous to 
adhere to this practice in using the Book. Should 
any Teacher think that too many words are intro- 
duced, in addition to those actually occurring in the 
text, he has only to direct his Pupils to pass over 
the articles in brackets, or such portion of them as 
he may think fit. Great care has been taken to 
ascertain, as far as possible, the radical meaning of 
each word, and the step or steps by which its other 
meanings have been successively arrived at. Fre- 
quently the etymological meaning of a compound 
or derivative has to be expressed in terms which 
would not be used in translating it ; or the word 
may not be found occurring in that sense. Such 
expressions are always put within the parentheses 
containing the simples or primitives ; and the 
Pupil may be wamed to regard them as renderings 
not of these simples or primitives, but of the deri- 
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vatives or compounds under explanation, Verbs are 
to be understood as transitive wben not otherwise 
marked. Tbe gender of nouns is marked only wben 
it is not in accordance with general rules given at 
tbe beginning of tbe Yocabularj. All the parts of 
speech, ezcept substantives and verbs, are indicated 
by the usual abbreviations. 

An accurate Map of Gaul, restricted to the divi» 
sions, and the names of divisions, which are given 
by C«sar, is hardlj to be found. Of the Maps 
which usually accompany the various editions of the 
CommentarieSy the greater number are incorrect, 
as compared with ezpress statements in the text. 
Others are meant to show, at the same time, the 
divisions which were subsequently introduced by 
Augustus, — an economy which, like other savings 
in the means of education, is too dearly purchased 
by the result ; for the Pupil, instead of being en- 
couraged to proceed in his survey, by the cleamess 
of the view and coniidence in the points attained, is 
rather repulsed by increasing complication and im- 
certainty. In point of fact, not many school-boys, 
even at the conclusion of the ordinary amoimt of 
reading in the Commentaries, know much more of 
Caesar's Gaul than that " It is aU divided into three 
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parts :* — an expression which itself, though doubt- 
less clear to the Romans at ihe time, requires some 
oxplanation, or further attentive reading, to be cor- 
rectly understood by others. On the Map which is 
here submitted, no names of places are inscribed ; 
but the positions of towns are indicated by the 
letters of the alphabet, commencing at the source 
of each river, and, after reaching its mouth, return- 
ing to the tributaiies ; — towns on the right bank 
being represented by the Roman character, and 
those on the left by the Italic. The tributariee 
themselves are represented by numerals, beginning 
witli figure 1 on that which is nearest the source 
of the main river ; — the same figure being always 
placed at the source and at the junction of the tri- 
butary, and at any other point where mistake might 
arise. These letters and figures refer, also, to an 
accompanying letterpress explanation, in which, 
after a general view of the country from several 
stations, which are taken on the mountains, the 
names of places and rivers are given, as they occur 
in certain routes, in the manner of a traveller^s 
Guide-Book.* This plan, it is believed, will enable 

* The ordinary arrangements of the matter in works on 
Goography may be preferred by the mere reader, bnt it 
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tlie Papi] to see more clearlj botli ihe nataral 
featnres of the country, and tlie precise position of 
the places laid down, than it is possible to do when 
the Map is covered with names, referring, gene» 
rallj, to a small spot, bnt eztending over manj 
miles by the scale, while it is often difficult to de- 
termine to which of seyeral spots a particular name 
belongs. It will also enable him more satisfac- 
torilv, either to test his own knowledge, or to be 
examined bj his Teacher on the open Map. 

Our stations for general survej being taken on 
the higher^ground, it followed that we must com- 
mence our supposcd joumej, in quest of more par- 
ticular information, bj descending from the sources 
of the rivers, instead of entering bj their mouths. 
Here, however, a difficultj presented itself, not un- 
foreseen, indeed, but much greater ihan had beeu 
anticipated. The designers of our maps, thougli 
thej are now making nearer approaches to fidelitj 
of delineation, have 'been driven bj necessitj to 
take something of the license, in regard to details, 
which the painters of our landscapes have been ac- 

affords no directory to him in consulting the Map. He is 
left to look up and down, till bis eye happen to light upoD 
the names of the places required. 
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customed to take by choice. To tliis license tlie 
engraver generally adds his also, in the shape of 
deer-horn-looking branclies, to omament the rivers. 
Hence, as a matter of course, no two maps of the 
same country agree, either as to the relative posi- 
tion and appearance of the mountains, or as to the 
sources of the streams that rise between them, even 
80 far as these are traceable, and have actually been 
traced, by the traveller. The Author, therefore, 
had no altemative but to adopt what appeared to 
him to be, upon the whole, nearest to the trutL 
In regard to particular points, he has diligently 
compared all recent maps, of any authority, that 
were within his reach, with one another, with the 
accounts of travellers, and with reports of survey ; 
but the results are as yet very far from being satis- 
factory to himself. Some parts, therefore, of his de- 
scription of the natural features of the country are, 
for the present, less specific than they were intended 
to be. Of the existing maps of France, he has fol- 
lowed mainly that of the Society for the Diffusion 
of Useful Knowledge, making only a few altera- 
tions, that seemed to be both warranted and re- 
quired. The Coast Towns are marked by nume- 
ralfl, which are placed within a small circle, begin- 
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ning with figure 1 at the north-west. The Capes 
are indicated on the plan of Professor Pillaks, hy 
pointers opposite to them in the line which hounds 
the Map : and these are also nmnhered, in their 
order from the north, as the namea of the capes are 
in the letterpress. 

Ab the precise boimdaries of manj of the tribes, 
mentioned hj Cflesar, are entirelj unknown, it has 
been thonght sufficient to indicate their relatiye 
poeition bj that of the chief towns. 

The Author will gratefullj receiye anj commu- 
nication, correcting error or suggestiog improTe- 
ment.

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PREFACE 

TO THE THIBD KDITION. 



In again revising this little Work for the PresSi 
it has not been found necessarj to introduce anj 
farther change in the Tezt. A few additions and 
corrections have been made in the Vocabulary. 

As the plan pursued in the Article on Geo* 
graphy supposes accuracy in the Map, and more 
especially (where it is most difficult to attain ac- 
curacy,) in laying down the sources of the rivers, 
these have been retraced with care, and compared 
with the result of the Govemment Survey of France. 
The descriptive letter*press has been adapted witli 
more exactness to the Map, to which it is intended 
to be applied as a Geometrical demonstration i& 
applied to the figure, — a kind of exercise whieh 
may be found valuable, apart from the subject, a5> 
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an easy and early introduction to iLe preeiflion of ' 
description, whicli tlie demonstrative style reqoires. 
The particularity, with which the rivers are 
given, will hardly be objected tO, when it is con- 
sidered how systematically and intimately their 
names are now connected with the divisions of the 
«omitry. Should the master, however, think that 
too much is given to be leamed in a £r8t coursey 
he may direct any part of it, — ^the sub-tributaries, 
for example, — to be omitted. 

All the rivers and other natural features have 
beengiven continuously before the towns ; but the 
towns on one river may be leamed before proceed- 
ing to another, should that arrangement be pre- 
ferred, by tuming to the number of the river inthe 
list of towns, page zxxv. 

On the Map, the rivers are numbered at their 
mouths, in the order in which they have been de- 
scribed ; first, the six prindpal ones rising far in- 
land, and pointed out ^m ihe mouutain stations ; 
and then the coast rivers, as they may be caUed in 
comparison, from the north round by the west 
coast,

Engineeks, in Buryeyiiig a country, ascend the 
highefit hills, and thence take a yiew of the sur- 
rounding districts, marking out other heights, on 
all of which thej erect flagstafis, or poles, to guide 
them in taking their ohservations. 

Let us imitate the Engineers in sunreying oui 
Map of Gaul. 

A very young ohserver may require to he re- 
minded, that running water always finds its way 
from higher to lower ground, through whatever 
windings, till it reach the sea* In looking, there- 
fore, upon any niap, we can easily determine the 
situation of the higher grounds, even when no 
mountains are marked, hy ohserving the traces of 
rivers or streams proceeding from them in different 
directions. 

On our Map will he seen four stations, marked 
hy flagstaffs, hearing the figures 1, 2, 3, 4, in the 
flags. 

. The Ist is near the east side of the Map, and 
more than half way from the north to the south of 
it. 

The 2d stands north-west fi^om the first, at tho 
distance of nearly one-third of the hreadth of the 
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&£ap in that direction. To assist our ideas of dis- 
tance in future descriptions, we may assumo that a 
straight line, from the Ist to the 2d station, would 
measure about 110 miles. 

The 3d station stands west and southwards from 
the Ist, at the distance of about 240 mQes. 

The 4th is near the middle of the range of 
mountains that form the southem boundary by land. 
Not to multiplj stations, let us suppose that the 
whole of the country may be seen from these four 
points.* 

Let us suppose ourselves to be standing at the 
first station. It is on Mount St Gothard, AdulOy 
in the Alps, Alpes, Its highest peak is 10,900 
feet above the level of the sea.t The Alps are 
the greatest assemblage of mountains^ in Europ^ 
nd they are also the highest. Elsewhere nature 
may be seen in her delicacy and her loveliness ; — 
here she appears always in majestic and terrific 
grandeur. Far above the line of vegetation, rise 
regions of perpetual snow ; and above these shoot 
up vast spires of bare and solid rock, to look down 
apon the clouds. 



* The yonngest pnpil need bardly be informed, that this 
would be impossible in practice. A much greater nnmber 
of stations would be required for the aptual survey of even 
a smaU portion of snch a conntry. 

•)* The latest anthorities froid' enrvey are followed here. 
It wiU give some idea of this height to bear in mind that 
the highest mountain in Britain is not nearly half so high ; 
and yet St Oothard is not a high monntain for the Alps. 
Arthnr'8 Seat is only 822 feet. One peak of the Himalaya 
is 28^178 feety npwards of b\ miles, or 34 times Arthnr'» 
Seat. 

} They form an arch of 600 miles ronn<? ^e north of Italy* 
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The rays of tlie sun melt the upper portion of 
tbe snow ; and the water mns down, or penetrates 
the mass, to be again frozen at night. The warmth 
of the earth melts the under portion, and the water 
descends as from an inezhaustible reseryoir, irri- 
gatbg the fields below, and supplying the surround- 
ing countries with rivers. 

Yast accumuiations of ice and snow, often manj 
miles in extent, and some hundred feet thick, move 
bodily downwards from the higher Alps, at the 
rate of some inches daily.^ As their eztremitiei 
or margins reach the steeper decliyities, masses of 
them break away, and are precipitated with a noise 
like thunder, and a force that carries everything 
before it, — ^buildings, woods, and rocks. These 
fE^ls are called avcianches, In some parts ava- 
lanches are always occurring ; in others they are 
looked for chiefly in two seasons, which are winter, 
from the increasing accumulation of snow, and 
spring, from the commencement of thaw ; and in 
these parts people are on theu* guard against the 
consequences, which, notwithstanding, are some- 
times most disastrous. 

The Alps are rugged towards the west, and pre. 
cipitous towards the east, and form a vast natural 
barrier, whioh it was believed to require something 
more than human courage and powerto be the first 
to surmount. This honour is accordingly oonferred 

* These accumalations are called glaciert, and, in some 
phM}es, mers de glace, or 8ea$ of ice. The ice, however, is 
not even and smooth, like ours ; but, owiitg to its motion 
OTer an unequal bottom, is broken into dangerous chaHms, 
and cilished into ridges, like frozen waves. The glaciers

on Hercules. Hannibal, under almost incredible 
hardships, led over his army, with their baggage 
and elephants, to invade Italj ; and, in later times, 
Napoleon, with the same object, foUowed his ez- 
ample, the cannon being dragged over the ridge 
on sledges, by 100 men to each piece.* 

Passes were first discovered by ascending throngb 
tbe thalsf to the sources of the streams, and then 
going over the Col or neck, J if there happened to 
be one. The pass often winds along a gallery 
formed in a rent in this vast wall, witb threat- 
ening rocks above, and a dizzy depth below. 

Extending westward for about seventy miles from 
our station, may be seen a valley, between two 
ranges of mountains. That on the right is called 
the Bernese or Helvctian Alps; and that on the left 
tbe Pennine Alps, Alpes Penmnce» Among the 
principal points, in tbe Bemese range, are the 
Finsteraarhom, (the dark hom § of the Aar^) 

* The statement, that Hannibal lost 36,000 men in cross- 
mg; the Alps, is doubtless an exaggeration ; but snch a 
statement would not have been made, unless the real loaa 
had been very great. Napoleon lost no men ; but he was 
nnopposed ; and the pass had been widened.

The ascent to the top of this mountain is an ardnons and 
hazardons enterprise. Few haye fnlly aocompliBhed it, and 
still fewer with the safety of all their party. Those, who 
haye, say that the excitement and the absorbing interest of 
the glorions prospect haye amply rewarded their toils and 
difficnlties ; but they do not recommend otiiers so to en» 
danger liyes for the mere pleasnre of the adyentnre. 

Along the north base of the mass is the beautif^l yalley 
of Chamouny {Chomovmi or CJumonix), about 12 miles 
long. Surrounded by the most rugged mountains, it is de-

I. The Rhdne, Bhodanus, This river rises from 
a glacier, called| therefore, the Rh6ne Glacier, on 
the Furca, and runs westwards down the Tallej 
between the Bemese and Pennine Alps, but nearer 
the Beraese. At Ay it tums suddenly to the north, 
round the base ofthewestem extremity of the Ber- 
nese Alps, and soon forms the Lake of GeneTa, 
Lacas LemdnuSy 55 miles long. 

During this part of its course, the Rh6ne is tur- 
bid and frothy, owing to its origin from under the 
snow on the mountain side. Its impurities, how- 
eTor, subside in the Lake, from the S.W. extremitj 
of which, at B^ it issues with a peculiar clear blue 
oolour. In the course of the first mile this clear- 
ness is somewhat diminished by the Arve, which it 
receiTcs on the left, from the Talley of Chamoony, 
near the north base of Mont Blanc. After a semi« 
oircular sweep to S.W. and N.W., it runs due W. 
to 2, and then tuming due S. falls by seToral 
mouths into the Mediterranean, at the Gulf of 
Lions. It is the most rapid of the larger riTors in 
Europe. The following are its principal tribu- 
taries below the Arve : —

The basin of the Rhdne oontains manj interest- 
ing remains of Roman works. 

II. The Rhine, Rhenui, From the north hase of 
our station, and within five miles of the source of the 
Rhdne, rises the Rhine, which, nezt to the Danuhe, 
18 the most important river in Europe. After pro- 
ceeding a short waj E.N.E., and meetmg a second 
head (Hinter Rhine), it sweeps round to the north, 
and forms Lake Constance, Lacus BriganUnus. 
Issuing from this lake in a westerlj direction, it 
tums suddenlj to the north, at A^ and continues 
north and north-west till it reaohes the German 
Ocean, Oceanus Oermantcus. In this course it 
receives the following tributaries : —

Samhre, Sabis; and (r) the Ourte, near F, 
The hanks of the Rhine are famous for their 
vineyards, and old haronial castles. The river is 
uavigahle from its mouth to a few miles ahove its 
tum to the north at A, and now a great numher of 
steamers are continually plying on its hroad surfaoe. 
Tuming round to 'the south-east, we may see issu- 
ing, still from the hase of our station, Ticlnus, the 
Ticino^ a trihutary of Padus, ihe Poy forming a 
lake. 

* Neufchatel is fed by a ntunber of Btreams nnitin^at its 
S.W. end, and by others from the moontains (Jura) along 
its N W. dde. 
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The mouDtain ridge, extending wiih a N.E. ciUTe, 
from the tum of the Rhdne^ between B and the 
junction of (1) the Ain, to the Rhine, at the junction 
of (2) the Aar, is Mont Jura (Mons Jura), It is 
180 miles long. On its N.W. side, you gee the 
Doubs running N.E., and the Ain running S.W. ; 
and at the S.B. hase, the lakes of Geneva, Neuf- 
chatel, and Bienne ; and then the Aar to its 
junction. 

Passing now to our 2d station, we find ourselves 
on Mont Ballon^ the eastem angle of Mont Vosgei, 
Mons VosSgm or VogSsus, 

The chain runs northward for 170 miles, paral- 
lel to the Rhine, to hetween 5 and 6 ; the junctions 
of the Maine and Nahe. Looking westward we 
see a semicircular ridge separating the tributaries 
of the Rhine from those of the Rh6ne, as far as 8. 
From 8 it mns S.W. hj JE &t 4 to D, and then S. 
parallel to the Rh6ne, till, passing station 3, it in- 
clines westward^separating opposite ranning streams 
all the waj, and terminates at A, on a stream run- 
ning east. The part of this ridge from -& at 4 to 
an eminence south of D, and west from the junc- 
tion of the Tilleand Sa6ne, is called the Chain of 
Cote D*Or, The rest of the ridge is the North and 
South Cevennes mountains, Montes Cehennas or 
OeoennoB*

Passing now to our third station we find our- 
selves on Mont D'Or, 6,188 feet, the highest point 
of the Auvergne range. This range runs nearly N, 
and S., and extends ahout 55 miles. *At the 
southem eztremity is distinguished Oantal, 6,093 
ft, and, near its northem, Puy de Ddme, 4,806 
ffc. There are many extinct volcanoes in it. 
The cone of Mt d'Or shoots up ahmptly several 
thousand feet. 

The watershed from the B. hase of Cantal, 
S.E. to the Cevennes, is the Margeride. 

At its junction with Cevennes is Mont Lozdre, 
4,844 ft, E. of 2, 5, 2. N. from this, and in a 
line from Cantal to the junction of the Brome, (4 
on the Rh6ne,) is the Mezlne 5,794 ft. Farther N., 
on a line from Puy de Dome to the junction of 
Sadne, 2 on the Rh6ne, is Tarare, 4,755 ft. 
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IV. The Loire, lAger. In the Cereime ehain, 
S. E. from our station, on the W. side of the Me* 
zdne, and opposite to the source of the Ard^che (5), 
is the source of the Loire. Inlmediatelj receiTing

Our 4th station is Mont Maladetta, 11,168 ft, 
in the Pjrenees, Pyrenoei MonteSf the great chain 
which separates Spain from France.* Owing to

ly resembles a gigantic boimdiuy wall, that openings in it, 
affording passes, are called Porta, They are not above 
50, and few of them are praoticable for carriages,— chiefly 
two, the one at the E. and the other at the W. extrAmity. 
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tbe greater warmth of the climate, the line of per-* 
petual snow is mope than a thousand feet higher 
than in the Alps. Trees and vegetation of every 
kind are, accordinglj, found higher in proportiod. 
Many hills are green all over, and, though there are 
large bands of ice, a real glacier has not been found. 

V. The Garonne, Garumna, The Garonne rises 
at the E. base of our station, runs N. to the footof 
the Pyrenees, and, after a sweep to the N.E. as fai 
as A, chiefly N.W. for the rest of its course. 

After the junction of the sixth and last tributary, 
it receives the name of Gironde, and discharges itself 
by a broad estuary into the Bay of Biscay. Its 
basin produces some of the finest wine in France, 
particularly that part of it called the M4doc, lying 
between the Gironde and the sea, and covered with 
sand and gravel.

Before procee^g farther, we may take a gene- 
ral review of the great mountain chains ; and of the 
Qumerous streams that descend between them, 
uniting as they proceed, till, by one great trunk,they 
are discharged into the ocean, whence water is con- 
tinually raised in vapour, to fall again in rain or 
snow, and, having watered the earth, to be again 
drained ofT in the same manner. We should ob- 
serve the bearings and the proportions of these 
mountain and river systems, so as to be able, from 
memory, to sketch at least an outline of them on 
slate or paper. 

Besides the ridges already described^ may be

(3) — E. of the Rh5ne, Massilia, MarseUley a sea- 
port of the Salyes, said to have been founded 
by Greeks from PhocaBa, B.C. 509. Under 
the Romans it was celebrated as a seat of com- 
merce and leaming. 

(4) — Taurois sive Tauoreis, la Oiotat, a town of the 
Salyes, half-way between Massilia and Telo 
Martius, Toulon. 

BOUNDARIES AND DITISIONS. 

The whole country beforo us is bonnded on the 
N.W. from the mouth of the Rhine to GobaBum 
Prom. Point St Mathieu, by Oceanus Germanicus 
and Oceanus Britannicus, connected by Fretum 
Gallicum, the Strait of Dover; on the W. from 
GobaBum Prom. to Montes PyrencBi, by Sinus Aqui- 
tanicus, the Bay of Biscay (on Oceanus^ the Atlan- 
tjc), and the Bidassoa; on the S. by Pyrenceiy which 
diyide it from Hispania, and, from the PyrencBi to 
Alpes MaritimsB, by Mare Magnum^ the Mediter- 
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ranean ; on tlie S.E. by VaruBy and Alpes MaritimcB^ 
CoUioB, OraicBi Penninof, and the BJiCBticaB,* which 
divide it from Italia ; and on the N.E. bj EhenWy 
which divides it from Germania. 

Of this country, a considerable part had been 
reduced to the form of a Roman province before 
the time of CseBar^s expedition to it ; and this 
proTince being regarded as already part of the 
empire, he does not include it, when he speaks of 
omnis Gallia, but restricts that appellation to the 
other parts, which, as retaining their independence, 
were still foreign. Though he was particular in 
lajing down the boundaries of the independent 
parts, he does not mcntion those of Promnday ex- 
cept incidentallj, — probablj because thej were 
generallj well known to the Romans at the time. 

The boundarj between the province and the rest 
of Gaul appears to have been, — ^from Adula, Moni 
8t, Oothard, our first statiou, to the junction of the 
Arar, — the Tthodanus, which divided it from the 
territories of the Helvetii and Sequani, including a 
Bouthward tum of the river, which belonged to the 
Allobroges. At the junction of the Arar, it crossed 
Rhodanus to Oebennee Montes, the Cevennes Moun- 
tains, which formed the boundarj southward as far 
as the source of the TamiSf 2d tributarj of the 
Ghirumna. Hence it ran south-westwards, exclud- 

* The Alpes Maritimo! extend from the sea to Mons F0- 
iuluB, Monte Y iso, on which Ijs the source of the Po, flow- 
ing £., and near it J ; the Cottias ftom thence to Mont 
Cenis, at tho source of the Arco; the OraicB to Mont Blano; 
the PenmruB to Monte Rosa and Adulay St Gothard; the 
Rkatica ftom Monte Rosa, eastward through RhsBtia; 
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ing this tributary for about half of itB course. It 
then crossed the stream to include part of the tribe 
Euieni, hence called Buteni Provinciales, and con- 
tinued westward to the junction of the Tarnis, 
Here it crossed the Garumna to include the Toh^ 
sates, and ran southward to the source of that river, 
at the foot of the Maladetta^ our fourth station. 

Of the other three parts, in the time of Ceesar, 
Gallia Bdgica is divided from the rest by the 
Sequanaf from its mouth to the junction of the 
Matrona, and thence by the Matrona^ and, from ita 
source, by the curving watershed to Mont Ballon, 
our second station, and onward to the northem ez- 
tremity of Mdnl Jura, and Rhenus, at its junction 
with the Aar. Gallia Celticay which C«sar somo- 
times calls simply GaUia, is bounded on the N. by 
fche territories of the Belga^ and on the south by the 
Roman province, and the Garumna to its mouth. 
Aquitania is bounded on the N. by the Gai*umna; 
on the E. by the Province ; and on the S. by the 
Pt/renees, 

Observe that Csesar has included the Eehetii 
among the Galli or Celtay* though they are gene- 
rally spoken of by themselves. Their boundaries, 
as seen ^m our station, were, on the £., a line fol- 
lowing the watershed between the sources of the 
Bhine and of the BeusSy continued between the VaU 
ley ofthe BeusSy and that of the Linth or LintthcHy 
northward to between the lakes of Wallenstadt and 
Zurich ; whence it passed to the W, eztremity of 
Lacas BrigantvnuSy the lake of Constance ; on 

* In the division of Angnstns, they made part of Belgioa. 
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tlie N.W. Rhenus from the lake to the town A, and 
the Jura mountains from the Rhine to the Rh6ne; 
and, on the S. Ehodanus^ from Jura to its source 
near the station. The Helvetii did not extend so far 
to the east as the modem Swiss, who are hounded 
here also hy the Rhine. The Sequani are divided 
from the Hehetiiy hy Jura ; and are hounded on the 
W. hy the Arary from its source to G (Matisco). 

The following are the principal trihes mentioned 
by Osesar, whose position has not heen indicated by 
their towns : — 

In the Roman Province, 

The SedClni* occupied the yalley of Rhodanus, 
YdlaiSy E. of the Veragri, whose chief town wa« 
(A) Octodurus, and the Nantuates W. of them, ex- 
tending to the Allohroges. The Centrones inhahited 
the mountains near the sources of the IsSra, form- 
ing part of 8avoy, The Helvii and VoIcsb Areco- 
mlci lay W. of Rhodanus, after it is joined hy the 
Isara. 

In Gallia Belgica, 

The BatSvi occupied the islands at the mouth 
of Rhenus. Southwards, hetween them and the 
Tungri or Ehurones, were the Menapii ; to the 
S.W. of whom Were tlie Aduatiici ; and to the S. 
the Condrusi and Psemani, trihes of German origin., 

W. of the Menapii and Tungri were the Nervii, 
a very hrave and powerful nation, who offered a 
desperatu resistance to Csesar, hounded on the W. 

• Chief town Sitbm or Sion, a little above A on the 
Rhdne. 
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by the Morini and Atreb5tes, on the S, by the Ve- 
rSmandui. 

S.W. of the Bellovaci lay the VeWcasses or Bel- 
locassi, whose chief town was RotomSgus, Roueny 
on Sequana at the third tum from its mouth. Be- 
tween these and the sea were the Oaleti or -tes. 

Between the Mediomatrici and Mons VosSgus, 
were situated the Leuci, whose capital was Tullum, 
Tovly on Mosella. 

In Gallia Celtica, 

The Arm5ricffi Civitates occupied the maritime 
tract between the mouths of Sequana and Liger, 
embracing the modem provinces of Normandy and 
Bretagne, The name is derived from two Celtio 
words, air rnuiry signifying '^ ad mare, on the sea*'' 
Their principal tribes were the Unelli on the pro- 
jection, which terminates in Cape (2) la Hague, 
the Rhedones S, of them, the CurioBollteB W., 
the Osismii N. to Gobffium Prom., and the VenSti 
S.E. 

The Lexovii lay at the mouth of the Sequana, on 
the left bank ; and between them and the Andes or 
Andecari were the different tribes of the Aulerci, 
viz. Eburovices, Diablintes, and Cenomani. Be- 
tween these and the Aureliani and SenCnes lay the 
CamHtes. 

Between the FictSnes and the mouth of the Ga- 
runma, were the SantSni or -nes, JSaintonge. 

§• from Nevimum, we find, in ascending the 
Liger, the Boii, Aulerci Brannovices, and Se- 
gtlsiani, and at the junction of the Arar and Rho- 
danus, the Ambarri, all in yassalage to the ^duL 
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TLe Hel^retii were divided into four pagi or can- 
tons, viz. Urbigenus or VerbTgenus, between Lacus 
Lemanus and Neufchatel ; Tigurmus to the W., 
probably Uri at the source of the Reus ;* and two 
others whose names are not mentioned. 

Li Aquitania, 

The Garumni were situated at the mouth of the 
Garumna ; the Sotiates near the junction of the 
Oltis ; tho Bigerrones at the source of the Gave de 
Pau ; the Elusates between them and the Sotiates; 
and the Tarbelli at the mouth of the Atilrus. 

THB AUGUSTAN DITISION, 

CflBsar having reduced the Aquitani, Celt», and 
Belgffi under the Roman power, as the inhabitants 
of Provincia had been before, Augustus re-divided 
the whole countrj into four more equal parts or 
provinces. 

The boundary of Aquitania was extended N. to 
the Liger, including all the tribes on the left bank, 
except the Turones, from its mouth to the junction 
of the Elaver (Allier), Hence to the Cevennae it 
ran mostlj along the ridge between the Liger and 
/ the Elaver. 

The boundary of Gallia Celtica was extended N. 
of the Sequana to near the mouth of the SamSra 
{Somim). Hence it ran S.E., crossing the Isara 

* Then the Grisons/ at the source of ihe Rhine, the 
descendants of a Roman colony, still speaking Bomansch, a 
corrupted dialect of Latin, are the next neighbours to a 
people, whose ancestors are famous for the defeat and 
humHiation of a Roman legion, and the death of its oonsul. 
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(Oise) below the Therain, and the Matrona imme- 
diatelj aboTO (F) Meldi, so that the Celt» gained 
the Caleti, Yelocasses, Meldi, on the right bank of 
the Sequana ; and the Belgse gained the Tricasses 
and the Lingones on the left bank of the Matrona. 
Also the Sequani and Helvetii were united to the 
Belgae. 

Aquitania was subdivided into Prima, Secunday 
and Novempopulana. 

Celtica was now called Lugdunensis, from Lug- 
dunum,^ Lions, a Roman citj, at the junction of 
the Arar, built after the time of CsBsar. Lugdun- 
ensis was subdiyided into Prima, Secunda, Tertia, 
and Quarta. 

Bdgica was subdiyided into Belgica, Prima and 
Secunda ; Grermania, Prima and Secunda, and 
Mazima Sequanorum. 

Provincia was called Narboneneis, from the citj 
Narbo (B) S. of Atax (Aude). Its subdivisions 
were Prima, Secunda, Yiennensis, Alpes Grai» et 
Penninffi, and Alpes Maritim». 

FRANGE. 

Modem Franoe, as compared with ancient Gaul, 
wants Helvetia (Switzerland), the Alps generallj, 
except the western side of the Cottian range ; and 
the northem half of the Belg», Bdgium and part 
of Bhenish Prussia.
